25x1 lo During the first weee in August 1950, no Soviet troops Were observed in 
Bucharest or between Bucharest and Nedias, No Soviet troops Were observed 
in Medias or between Medias and Curtici. 


2. On 6 August 1950 on the way from Bucharest to Medias many trains wero 
unloading Rumanian troops between Copsa Mica and Nedias. The troops wore 
berets, which led to the assumption that they were mountain troops. They 
were very Well dressed and appeared to be Well fed. Moving in the same 
direction as the troop trains was also a train loaded with 28 new heavy 
vanks 


3, Rumanien troops were quartered in Medias end in the area between Medias and 
Mojua, where houses had been requisitioned for that purpose. That led to 
the belief that maneuvers were carried out in the area 


4, Reportedly, all the villas in Predeal which belonged to foreigners had been 
seized from their cwmers and were occupied by motorized Securitate troops 
(wearing blue uniforms), Numerous Securitate trucks could be seen around the 
villas, 


5, The national highway is reportedly off limits from Predeal to Campina. 
[uhabitents of the area can travel only by train and only after first scouring . 
@ special permit. 


6, In both Medias and Bucharest the population is reported to be eagerly waiting 
for the outbreak of war, which is thought to be imminent. They hope thus to 
regain their freedom. 


7, During the first days of July 1950, the sale of the folloving items in Rumania 
was blocked and their distribution was discontinued even to those ration card 
holders who were engaged in heavy works 
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
